THE questions as to neutrality and the 
rights and duties of neutrals which have 
arison during the present brief duration of 
war between Japan and Russia are very 
numerous; in fact, more numerous by far 
than in the corresponding period of any 
other war in history. A few of the cases 
are specially noteworthy. China has pro- 
claimed neutrality, for one, yet there is no 
chance of the neutrality of Manchuria being 
respected. “Already the Russiang are treat- 
ing Newchwang as if it were on the same 
footing a Port Arthur, Thus, though 
Russia has not yet claimed the whole of 
Manchuria, it is certain that the entire pro- 
Vince will be tacitly accounted by both com- 
patants and by the watching Powers as a 
legitimata battle-ground, Corea again has 
proclaimed neutrality. But the Japanese 
‘at Chemulpo.on the 9th instant refused to’ 
-rocogniae this neutrality, and ordered the 
Puryag and Koreete out of the harbour, in 
-epite, it seems, of the protests of the British, 
French, and ‘Italian (but not ‘of the United 
States) commandars. in the port. Japan 
has since oceupied Chemulpo and Seoul in 
great force. Corea, like Manchuria, will 
evidently be ‘recognised aa part of the 
theatre of war. This is definitely stated, 
ndeed, in a Berlin telegram of the 16th

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instant. Then, again, we get the question of 
the Mandjour, which has been lying at 
Shanghui since the outbreak of war. Last 
week the Chinese Government ordered her 
away, ini correct pursuance of the rules of 
neutrality. ‘But the commander, refused to 
obey, and the Chinese hud uo means of 
obliging him to do so. . Two rumours are 


| current, one that the Japanese are about to 


send a cruiser or two up the river ator the 
Mandjowr—which is most anlikely—and the 
other that she has been sold to a third Power 
—which looks like @ breach of nentrality. 
Another most important ease, or rather 
series of cases, nrising since war broke out, 
is that wo less than: four British steamers 
and one German have been fired upon by 
the Russians ut Port. Arthur, The most 
flagrant cane was that of the Fupivg, fully 
described in another column. It is ‘not 
possible to believe that nothing more will 
be beard of these cased. More wanton and 
unnecessary attacks on harmless and un- 
protected steamers have never beem made. 

Still more interest attaches to the broader 
question in what. way the various Powers 
willinterpret their declarations of neutrality ; 
particularly how Britain aud Fraoce will do 
so in connection with their treaties with 
Japan und Russia respectively, The Afaini- 
chi published lately w telegram dated the | 


11th instant, apparently from Vieuna, which 


stated that a mew ber of the Fiench Chamnber 
of Deputies had arranged to intorpellate the 
Government as to whether the Russo-French 
alliance extended to the Far East. M. 
Detcasse, however, announced to. tha 
Jeaders of the various political parties that, 
there was no danger of France becoming 
involved in the present: struggle. He fur- 
ther declared that, even if a third Power 


‘intervenes, France will render only. moral 


ausistance to. Russia, The  Franco- 
Russian treaty, in fact, could not be 
regurded «a upplying to. the Far Kast. 
This statement, if confirmed, is of. the 
highest possible importance and rete at rest, 
the gravest anxieties. If France were to 
feel bound to give Russia military co-opera- 
tion in tho Far East in certain events, then 
a general conflagration would be xt least 
within meusurable distance. If, on the 
other hand, she only considers moral sup- 
port due from her to Russia, even in event ° 
of a third Power intervening in the struggle 
in the Far East, there need be oo fear 
of uny friction, or worse, urising between— 
France .and Great Britain. As to the 
latter's position, the Government has de- 
clared that it will act up to the fullest 
obligations of the treaty with Japan. 
Germany hus declared strict neutrality. It 
is reported that of late the Press has con- 
spicuously supported Japan’s cause, and it 
is believed that the members of the Govern- 
ment now favour Japan.

THE BATTLES AT PORT ARTHUR, | 

‘We are indebted to the W.-C. Daily News for 
the following account of the torpedo attack 
on Port Arthur andthe subseqaent bom bard- 
mont. Our contemporary takes the story from 
Captain Groy, of the Chinese Hugiucering aud 
Mining Company's steamer Fuping, who also 
gave an account of the Fuping’s own oxtraordin- 
ary experiences, Flying the British flag, with 
all her papers in order, and having every per- 
mission to leave, the Fuping wos fired upon, 
without the elightest warning, at short range 
and with three shells, Five of her Chinese 
passengers wore seriously injured and tho rest 
panic-stricken, €uch an attack with ebell ona 
noutral commercial vessel, without ‘any -preli- 
minary blank firing, iaabsolutely unprecedented. 

The Fuping arrived in Port Arthur from 
Chinwangtao, with  eargo of Kaiping coal, 
on Friday, the 5th February. -By tho morning 
of tho 8th, the whole cargo had been discharged 
and the vessel was to leave noxt day, At 
midnight of the 8th, the captain and crew wore 
startled into wakefulness by the reports of 
heavy guns firing, In the darkness ond 
confaslon of tho night little could be seen,’ bat 
next morning the harbour was full of evidences 
of Jopaneso activity during the night, 

When. the Fuping entored Port Arthar tho 
Bastian squndron of 18 large veasals in all (not 
counting one second-class craisar which was 
under repsit inside the West Basin and took no 
part in the actions) was. riding ontside ‘the 
harbour immodiately under the forts which rise 
above the ontrance on the north-east side. 
There they had remained all the timo until the 
Sth, At daylight onthe 9th it was coon that 
two of the largest vessels, the Retviewn and the 
Tedrevitch, were lying in a sinking condition | 
right ccross the narrow month of the harbour 
and completely blocking it, Just beyond and 
on the ‘western side.of the entrance were lylog 
the first-class erniser Pallada, which bad been 
torpedoed and ran sshore-to save her from 
sinking, and’s largo Russian transport which 
had also run ashore for safety.

Coptain Gray, with his second officer and chief

into carts and sent away inland os rapidly os 
possible, At three o'clock in the afternoon tho 
Goverament tock charge of all stores and 
provisions, Many honves of businusa wero 
closed parmanontly and their beads bad fled, 
The railway station was . besieged. Port 
Arthur was, in fact, absolutely demoralised and 
Panie-strioken, The dofoncelossnras of the 
place impressed tho authorities. For daya pre: 
viously thousands of troops had beon leaving as 
fast as the trains would take them north f.r the 
Yalu. Now as many os possible are being 
hurriedly recalled, and the Port is ogain filling 
with troops.’ } , 

During Wednesday morning tugs got to work 
onthe Tiarevitch ond sncceeded in dragging 
her inside the West basin, where eho hoa ground- 
ed, her name being absolutely submerged at 
high water.::If she were able to float os ia. 
alleged from the Tussinn side, she would ride 
with hor head (o the wind, but although thoro 
wasa strong northorly gale blowing when the 
Fuping left, the Tearevitah wasimmovable, The 
name was trne of the Pallada, which was also 
successfully towed inside.

Including 
the one vessel insidy tho harbour under repairs 
the Russians bad ninsteen large warships at 
Port Arthar before the fighting, “When he loft 
Captain Gray counted fourtesn only, and that 
number included the Tearevitch, Retviaan, ond 
Pallode, Thos. five were absolutely unac- 
counted for. ane 

In regard {o tho repairing of the damaged 
vessels, it is worth noting that there is at - 
present only one dry dock at Port Arthur, ond 
that too small te take a largo battleship. 
Anothor,-750 feot. long, is being constructed out 
of the solid rook, but it will be some years at 
least, before this is ready, if it.is ever comploted, - 

After tho bombardment the. Fuping became 
crowded with refogees; About 600 Chinese 
bosides sixteen forsigaers came on board. There 
‘Were no state-rooms  available;. every inch of 
space.was’ cocupied with baggage, and the 
travellers wore obligad to sleep os best they 
could on deck-or in any corners, Thay were 
unable to sleep ont of their clothcs until the;
